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A bible for "Ren & Stimpy" is a paradox. Enclosed are sample premises, 
some characters, and notes collected from various sources about writing 
for the show. 


NOTES FROM OTHER WRITERS 

The stories are character driven rather than coming from a situation or set 
of gags. In fact you should minimize the gags at the premise level. These 
are done at the storyboard stage. The best premise is general or vague 
enough to hang gags on it. You can also think visually but leave the 
ideas open enough for the director or storyboard artist to see the gag 
possibilities. 


Our developmert procedure so far has been: 


1. PREMISE 
2. OUTLINE 
3. STORYBOARD 


Dialogue comes in during storyboarding; none is necessary in the premise. 


Keep your premise short and simple. A half to two-thirds of a page is 
enough. Avoid adjectives; e.g. write: "Ren gets upset* don't write, "Ren 
gets outrageously overwrought". Also don't write in acting; leave that up 
to the director. e.g. “Surgeon removes Ren's face" NOT: Deranged 
Surgeon violently rips off Ren's face with blood squirting ..." Even if that is 
how it ends up looking, that kind of description doesn't work at this stage. 


Avoid satire. You can go to “Tiny Toons” for that. 


This is a limited animation show therefore you must keep the number of 
locales and characters down. Simple is better. 


The stories should have a basic beginning, middle and end. But there 

doesn't have to be a neatly tied up conclusion. e.g. at the end of 

“Rubber Nipple Salesman" the man says, ‘I'll buy it; now get out.” And the 
show is over. There is no need for de numage >a 
Reality has little place in “Ren & Stimpy’; its their inner selves that's 

important. Surrealism is more like it. Along these lines, continuity is not 

critical either. Basics facts change from show to show; e.g. one show 

they live in a house, another in a tree, another in a hobo's mouth, 

Sometimes Ren & Stimpy die in the end. New characters come and go 

easily. 
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The stories are often about Ren & Stimpy’s relationship which is the classic 
mutual co-dependent kind. They are not just a stupid cat and an 
annoyed dog. 


Ren & Stimpy is not just 60's psychedelic comic book characters. If you 
look close enough, you'll see that there's more going on than farts, 
hairballs and other bodily functions. The show is ironic but not self 
conscious. 


Remember to keep it simple. 


SOME NOTES TO STORYBOARD ARTISTS THAT WRITERS SHOULD KNOW TOO 
Although plot prébably is the least important story aspect of any short film, 
as far as entertainment is concemed, for some reason it is always the most 
important aspect for executives. So be sure the story structure is 
absolutely clear. 


Look at cartoons, and the Three Stooges and actually break down the 
story into beats. Look at structures and organize stories into headings or 
story points. Count story points. Make story structure part of your nature. 
Talk with other story people and directcrs about what works. 


To storyboard for limited animation, think simple staging. Re-use shots or 
set-ups, Make the entertainment come from the character's acting. Use 
reactions shots. Also, use shorthand poses and expressions. Do not worry 
about details. Use simple graphic statements to tell the story. 
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SAMPLE PREMISES 


MONKEY SEE, MONKEY DON'T 

Ren and Stimpy are at the zoo. They see how easy all the animals 
have it. They see people feeding lotsa swell food to the monkey. They 
decide that this is the life for them. They tell the zoo keeper they are 
monkeys and get the jobs. 

At first Ren is all uppity because he gets to hob-nob with higher 
mammals. The other monkey is filthy and stupid but Ren & Stimpy try to 
mock his behavior in an attempt to be cool. 

They do things like picking at each others vermin and swinging from 
tires. Ren can't do gymnastics and falls flat on his face. Stimpy has no tail 
but he does havé a prehensile nose and can swing around with the best 
of them. This makes Ren jealous because he wants so much to move up 
the evolutionary ladder. 

Ren & Stimpy see the other monkey begging for food in a silly 
monkey fashion. He gets hamburgers and candy. Ren & Stimpy beg for 
food. Stimpy gets some dusty old nut shells and Ren gets a rock. 

Having failed miserably at begging, Ren decides to talk to the 
monkey about profit sharing. The monkey starts eyeing Ren. He winks at 
him and makes smoochie faces at him. Just then the zoo keeper puts a 
bug bucket of bugs and rotten fruit down for their dinner. That's it Ren & 
Stimpy can't take it any more and hightail it: 

Ren & Stimpy tell the zoo keeper that they want a transfer. Over at 
the big pool, a couple of hippos tise to the surface; small birds fly down 
and pick at their backs. Stimpy slowly rises out of the water acting like a 
hippo. Ren jumps on Stimpy and bites at the flies on his back. 


MAD DOG HOEK 

Ren & Stimpy get jobs as professional wrestlers. Muddy Mudskipper 
is their manager. He assures them that wrestling is all just pretend and 
that nobody really gets hurt. They must wrestle Crusher Kowalski and the 
Leech. Of course the two bad guys pound the crap out of our boys. 
Stimpy is too stupid to realize that he is being pounded, and thinks the 
brutes are just playing. He feels sorry for Ren, who is missing out on all the 
fun, so he keeps tagging him back into the ring. Eventually, Stimpy begins 
to realize that Ren is being treated mean. Stimpy leaps into the ring, salt 
shaker in one hand and electric shaver in the other. He dumps salt on the 
leech, dissolving him, then goes at The Crusher with the shaver rendering 
him hairless and ashamed. 
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ROYAL CANADIAN KILTED YAKSMEN 

It is thousands of years ago, before you were even born. In the 
magnificent north, land of glaciers, igloos, unspoiled pine forests, and the 
home of the ROYAL CANADIAN KILTED YAKSMEN. 

Sgt. McJasper is looking for volunteers for a dangerous mission, to 
explore a vast new territory and find the legendary LOST BARREN 
WASTELAND. McJasper gives a rousing speech to his troops. Stimpy is 
overwhelmed with emotion, and volunteers himself and Ren. Ren faints. 

Ren & Stimpy on their yaks trudge through the wildemess, facing 
hardship after hardship; including a ferocious KODIAK MARMOSET, the 
worlds largest smallest primate. Weeks pass, Ren & Stimpy are starving 
and filthy. Stimpy tries to cheer Ren up by singing a chorus of THE ROYAL 
ANTHEM OF THE MLTED YAKSMEN. 

On the second chorus Stimpy turns to the camera and yells, 
“Everybody sing!*. All the Canadian wildlife join the song, sounding like 
Mitch Miller and his chorus. Lyrics appear at the bottom of the screen so 
the kids at home can sing along. Instead of a ball, Ren's head bounces 
along the syllables. The song builds to a huge crescendo with everybody 
cheering and laughing in that "Oh it's so wonderful to be alive" kind of 
feeling. 

Thirty six years later, Ren & Stimpy followed by both yaks are 
crawling through the Canadian desert, starving. Ren gets an ideal They 
can eat Canada's greatest natural resource - DIRT!. Finding a potato, 
some berries and a couple of ham sandwiches, he fashions a serviceable 
diving rod, and begins looking for a dirt vein. 

Ren finds his dirt vein and that night Chef Stimpy prepares a 
wonderful dinner of dirt cakes, fried dirt balls and beans. The next 
morning-with a smile on their faces and bellies full of dirt out intrepid 
troopers continue their bold trek. 

Narrator comes in: “And so with gratitude in our kidneys and a sense 
of security in our pockets, we must not forget that we owe it all to those 
heroic men ( whose names | can't remember), but nonetheless did not 
die in vain for the Royal Canadian Kilted Yaksmen. 


IN THE ARMY 

Stimpy sees a groovy rock and roll army commercial on TV. He gets 
all excited and runs down the recruitment center and joins both Ren and 
himself into the army. They are humiliated as they have to get naked in 
front of all the other recruits. They get horribly painful shots and get their 
head shaved. The Sergeant like Stimpy. Ren calls him sergeant's pet. The 
Sergeant hates Ren and screams at him. Ren has to carry the huge 
mean Sergeant on his back and trudge through the mud for miles. 
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VISIT TO ANTHONY 

Ren & Stimpy are home; sorting lacadaisically through a mound of 
fan mail. They find a letter from a little boy named Anthony. He writes: 

“Dear Ren & Stimpy, | hope you can come and visit us in our 
country, the United States of America. And please bring your costumes. 
Signed, Anthony.” __ 

Ren tells Stimpy to pack up as they don their lumpy and irregularly 
stitched Ren & Stimpy costumes. They kiss their hairy-lipped foreigner 
wives good-bye and then travel the great distance from the native land 
to America. 

They descend upon Anthony's unsuspecting family. Anthony is 
overjoyed and = his parents to let them stay. His parents relent, but 
unfortunately Reniz& Stimpy overstay their welcome and are eventually 
thrown out. 


STIMPY'S FAN CLUB 

Ren & Stimpy wait for the mail to come. A bulging mail sack 
squeeeeezes through the slot. The boys fly into the pile of mail. It 
becomes quickly apparent that it is all fan mail for Stimpy. Ren get upset. 

To ease his pain, Stimpy suggests that Ren be president of Stimpy’'s 
Fan Club. Ren likes the idea of the power. 

Ren is optimistic and eager as he starts his first day at work. But the 
adoration of Stimpy in the letters eventually get to him. He writes critical 
and abusive letters back to Stimpy’s fans. When Stimpy catches him in 
the act, he chastises Ren and reminds him of his own problems in keeping 
the bed dry. Ren feels bad and promises to turn over a new leaf. 

Ren does but the pressure and responsibility of the job gets to him. 
He can't-sleep. The next morning he dresses in a crude Stimpy suit and 
meets the mailman. When he tells him not to deliver anymore Stimpy 
letters, the mailman says he only has one letter for a “Mr. Ren Hoek". Ren 
opens it excitedly, rubbing it in Stimpy's face. When he reads it aloud, he's 
mortified to find its from Stimpy. They embrace tearfully. Stimpy is totally 
forgiving. 


FAKE DAI 

Ren throws a fit for no particular reason. After giving him his pills, 
Stimpy realizes the Ren is so high strung because he had a deprived 
childhood. Stimpy convinces Ren that he needs to share his love with 
someone less fortunate than he. They go to the BIG BROTHER 
HEADQUARTERS. 

THE GRAND EXALTED BROTHER sets Ren up with a child that's had 
some problems in the past. But Ren is just the man to turn him around. 
KOWALSKI arrives, heavily chained, in a paddy wagon. He is a six foot 
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four, three hundred and sixty pound seven year old who's serving time for 
“crimes against humanity’. 

Ren & Stimpy take Kowalski home where he proceeds to destroy all 
of Ren's possessions and drive Ren crazy. Ren tries to be patient but not 
for long. He threatens Kowalski with a wooden spoon. Stimpy reprimands 
Ren and tells him to use love. Ren hits Kowalski anyway. 

Kowalski gets mad and grinds all of Ren's possessions to a pulp 
including his best friend, Stimpy. 

The trio go for a picnic where Kowalski eats and drinks only meat.

-a pair of glasses. Powdered Toast Man receives distress signals through a 
toaster on his desk and answers the call by placing his sliced bread head 
inside the toaster. 

PTM flies through the city solving crimes, using his breakfast food 
related powers. In his eagerness to do good, PTM always uses drastic 
measures to resolve simple problems. For example, when a speeding 
truck bears down.on a cute kitten, PTM thinks fast and uses his 
PROJECTILE-RAISIN BREATH to make a plane crash onto a truck. People 
crawl out of the mangled wreck to cheer PTM for saving little Puffy. 

With pride in his swagger, knowing that he alone has made the 
world a safer place, PTM invades the kitchens in need everywhere.

In another episode of UNTAMED WORLD, Ren & Stimpy take us on 
an adventure in search of the wily TIMBER LUMMOX. A “lummox" is a huge 
hulking man, like Hoss Cartwright or John Goodman. 

Stimpy whips out his Audubon Lummox Spotter's guide show various 
species of the Lummox. Ren demonstrates the haunting mating call of 
the Lummox by blowing through a comed beef sandwich. Soon and 
enormous Bull Lummox ambles into the clearing. The Lummox walks over 
to a tree, looks around, then reaches down and rips his BVD's out of his 
pants and nails them to the tree. 

Another Lummox arrives and repeats the procedure. A Lummox 
cow enters the scene and examines the BVD's, choosing her favorite. 
now the two bulls confront one another in a display of physical prowess. 
One briskly rubs his crewcut while showing off his colorful tattoos. The 
other shoots ball-point pens across the clearing with the folds of flab on 
his stomach. 

Next Ren & Stimpy trail the Lummox to his lair by following his trail 
droppings (candy wrappers and pizza crusts). Using tickets to sporting 
events as bait, the Lummox is safely trapped for tagging and relocation. ~~~ 
MAN'S BEST FRIEND 

Ren & Stimpy are on display in a pet shop window. Ren is laying in 
wood chips, looking forlorn, while Stimpy is running on the hamster wheel. 
George peers into the window at Ren & Stimpy, who try to look lovable. 
George buys the beasts and takes them back to his nice spacious house. 

Once home, he looks for a place to keep his new companions. he 
decides to stuff the two perplexed critters into a goldfish bowl. Later 
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George starts Ren & Stimpy on a rigorous training program. While Stimpy 
watches, George pushes Ren's butt toward a newspaper on the floor. 
(Stimpy's eyes widen at the subliminal suggestion.) 

During physical training. George decides Ren is a weakling. But he's 
impressed with Stimpy’s size and strength, he gives him a tough name like 
Rex or Killer. F 

George teaches them to be guard-dogs. George puts on a thick 
leather suit, and tries to get Stimpy to attack him. Stimpy can't bring 
himself to attack George. But Ren can!!! 

Ren grabs George's BLUDGEONING OAR and begins whacking him 
with it. George barely escapes. Ren is tertified that he will be punished 
but George is touched. He has new respect for Ren. He loves Ren! 


SVEN HOEK 

Ren is excited that his cousin, SVEN HOEK, is coming to visit. Ren 
hasn't see Sven since they were in the whelping box together. Man those 
were the good ol'days. 

Sven arrives at Ren & Stimpy's front door, looking quite different 
than the Sven of Ren's childhood. In fact, he looks more like he could be 
one of Stimpy’‘s relatives. 

Sven and Stimpy hit it off immediately. They find that many of their 
interests are the same. They're both members of THE LOYAL ORDER OF 
STUPIDS, and they have the hats to prove it. Sven and Stimpy do lots of 
stupid things together, driving Ren bonkers. 

Ren who is both disgusted and jealous of Stimpy's new friendship, 
tries to figure out ways to get his cousin Sven to go home. 


RUBBER-NIPPLE SALESMEN 

Stimpy, working diligently in his basement garden, invents THE 
RUBBER NIPPLE. Stimpy is ecstatic, as he thinks of the joy and comfort it will 
give others. It is Stimpy's dream that one day all of mankind will have 
nipples. Ren immediately sees riches, glory and power. 

So they set out selling Stimpy’s new invention door to door. Like 
George Washington Carver extolling on the peanut and its many uses; 
they give demonstrations of nipples as rain hats, party favors, ear plugs, 
nose plugs and as protective goggles for the working man. 

After many doors are slammed in their faces Ren is ready to quit, 
but Stimpy refuses to give up, dragging Ren on to the next house. There 
they find a sad man who is out of nipples. Excited by the prospect of 
having more nipples than he'd ever dreamed , he buys their entire stock 
and dons them on the spot. Stimpy is elated that his invention has 
brought someone happiness. Ren merrily counts their loot.

- Canada's abundant economy is fueled by a thriving wiener industry. This nation is the 
largest grower and exporter of wiener juice. 

- Pictures of wiener fields, wiener trees, wiener presses, etc. 

- Positions availabe in all fields and levels of the industry. 

- Ren decides right then and there this is the place for them, and so Ren & Stimpy head 
north. 


BORDER CROSSING 

- After a long arduous journey by foot Ren and Stimpy arive at the border moat 
surrounding Canada. 

- They try to pass through the customs booth. 

- The guard steps in front of them “Hold it right there! We don't allow your kind into our 
country. Head back to where you came from and don't come back!" 

- Ren and Stimpy stand looking across the moat as Ren thinks aloud "A moat is 383,000 
miles long and 200 yards across filled with baked beans. How are we going to getacross, ,.. 
hmmm what floats on beans?" 

- "Well Ren pork rind floats" 

-"That's it Stimpy we'll hollow out a pig" 

-WIPE 


BEANS AHOY 

- Ren and Stimpy negotiate their way across the fast moving beans in a hollow pig 

- Suddenly a fountain of beans shoot up from the boat bottom hitting Ren in the face. 
- Looking down in horror he discovers a leak “Stimpy we're taking on beans!" 

- The beans begin to come through fast and furious, like machine gun fire. 

- Ren and Stimpy try to bail out the canoe. 

- "It's no use!" Ren cries “Abandon pig!!" 

- They jump out as the pig goes down. 

- X - Dissolve 


FULL OF BEANS 

- On shore Stimpy pushes down on Ren's chest as beans shoot of his mouth 
- "Out with the bad beans in with the good beans!" 

- Ren coughs and comes back to life 

- "Did we make it Stimpy?" 

- “No we sprung a bean leak and had to turn back." 

- Ren and Stimpy try to figure out another way to get across. 

- Ren has an idea they'll disguise themselves. 


U.N. OFFICIALS 

- Wipe to customs booth 

- Ren and Stimpy walk up wearing official looking jump suits and hats. 

- They flash their ID cards at the border guard 

- The guard exaimines their ID cards “UN Wiener Inspectors". The guard looks at them 
then at their UN arm bands. 

- Then immediately snaps to attention and ushers them right through. 

- Ren sees the future before him. "Stimpy we'll work our way to the top and become king 
of the Wiener Barons" 


WIENER SUCCESS 

~ Montage 

- Shot of Ren and Stimpy working as migrant wiener pickers. 

- Shot of Stimpy and his new invention -- the wiener gin. 

- Next we see Ren and Stimpy drilling for wiener. 

- They strike it rich! A wiener gusher! 

- They become jillionaire wiener barons. sae 
-"We're rolling in wieners" Ren exclaims from his corporate penthouse. 

- But just when they're at the pinnacle of their success, a competitor has invented a 
synthetic wiener. 

- The bottom of the wiener market falls out. 

- Ren and Stimpy are ruined they end up broke and destitute on a huge pile of worhtless 
wieners. 


A VISION 

- We find Ren and Stimpy asleep on the pile of wieners. 

- Ren wakes up with a start. "Stimpy I had a vision, I was visited by an angel who told me 
that it's going to rain beans for fourty days and fourty nights And he instructed me to 
build an ark out of wieners and get out of Canada." 

- X-Dissolve 

- We see Ren and Stimpy sailing into the sunset on their wiener ark.

- A beat goes by and a golf ball bounces into frame landing on Ren’s easy chair. 

- Stimpy clomps into scene carrying a golf club and wearing platform golf shoes. 

- Hiking up on Ren’s chair, Stimpy rips at the chair with his golf cleats, digging for 
better position. 

- Lining up over the ball, Stimpy takes a big swing; CRACK! The ball flies into the 
next room, bouncing off the walls and Ren’s collection of autographed glass coffee 
tables, shattering them to bits. 


NOW I'VE DONE IT 

- Stimpy, mortified, surveys the damage as Ren walks into scene. 

- “My favorite chair in shreads!!!” Then Ren sees his coffee tables. “No, not Danny.” 
Ren snaps. j 

- “Ren, please don't kill me, it was an accident.” 

- “That's nice, Stimpy, I'll be right back. | have to go kill myself.” 

- Ren goes into the kitchen followed by Stimpy. 

- Ren sticks his head in the dishwasher and tums it on sending out a blast of water. 
- Stimpy looking on, “Ah, Ren, | don't think that’s going to work.” 

- Ren excuses himself. “I have to go get ready now.” 

- Stimpy hears strange sounds coming from the bathroom. 


SLIPPING AWAY 

- Stimpy cracks the door, there in the Ren sits in the bathtub with an array of 
household objects. Ren carries on like a madman talking to himself and smearing 
lipstick on his face. In a southern accent, Ren addresses Stimpy, “Please cover the 
light, it's too bright, it hurts my eyes.” 

- Stimpy realizes Ren has cracked, so he calls for help. 


NO MORE CORN ; 

- The regimen and restrictive lifestyle starts to wear on Ren, they won't let him watch 
his favorite shows... And these rubber pants he has to wear, they chafe his thighs... 
- And not mention that they only change his diaper once a day... And this omnipresent 
easy-listening music... Maybe this place “AINT NO FUN!” 

- Muddy Mudskipper is working behind the food counter serving food. 

- Ren holds out his tray. Muddy dispenses several dollops of digestibles. 

- Ren, looking down, sees cream corn, cream corn loaf, and a side of cream com. 

- Ren hates it. That's all they serve here, cream corn and more cream com. 

- Ren throws his tray at Muddy in protest. 

- The rest of the patients see this and act in kind. 

- Ren climbs up on the food counter and starts screaming, “Attica, Attica!” leading a 
revolt. 


RIOT 

- The cafeteria explodes into a riot. 

- Hospital attendants break in and drag the unruly patients away. 

- We see an exterior shot of the operating room door. 

- X-Dissolve. 

- Pan across recreation room. All the patients are there: Ren, Mr. Horse, Powdered 
Toast Man, Muddy Mudskipper - only now they have bandaged heads and they sit 
motionless, staring at nothing. 

- Six Months Later card. 


MR. PRESIDENT 

- Close on the back of Ren’s head, we see a scar. 

- A wig gets lowered by a mechanical device. Pulling back slowly, we see a three 
piece suit being zipped up from the back. 

- Pulling back further, Ren turns around revealing his new persona. Ren has a full 
head of hair, tailored suit, including tie and stick pin, and is sitting at a big desk. 

- Pulling back even further, we see the presidential seal and flag behind him. 

- ATV technician comes into the scene. “Mr. President, 30 seconds until the nation's 
address.” 

- Ren looks into camera, “My fellow Americans...”

OL’ BLUE NOSE 


- We find Ren & Stimpy living in a bus station depot. 

- Renis trying to sleep on the hard bus bench. 

- Stimpy is intently watching his favorite TV show on a coin operated TV. 
(Periodically taking quarters out of his nose to keep the TV running) 

- Stimpy wishes that he had enough talent to be on LOUIE LUNGBUBBLES 
CAVALCADE OF TALENT. 

- Just as Louie is about to introduce his next act, the TV goes black, it needs another 
quarter. 

- Stimpy frantically searches in his nose for another quarter. 

- Realizing he's run out of coins, Stimpy tums to Ren to see if he has any extra 
change. 

- ‘What, you've spent the last of our change to watch TV?” 

- Ren dives at Stimpy and frantically searches inside his nose. “I can’t believe it. 
There's no money left.” 

- Ren angrily smacks Stimpy on the nose. His nose vibrates and begins to glow. 
- Astrange transformation comes over Stimpy. He begins to act and sing like 
Sinatra. 


ASTARIS BORN 

- Asmall crowd starts to gather. 

- Stimpy, startled at first by this unnatural phenomenon, realizes that he’s the center 

of attention. Standing up on the bench, he starts singing loudly; the Sinatra tunes oe 
flow. 

- The crowd approves, they start applauding and tossing coins. 

- Ren, annoyed by this recent chain of occurrences, starts to see that there may be 

some capital to gain. 

- Ren interrupts this impromptu concert and whisks Stimpy away with happy thoughts 

of exploitation. 


CAREER ON THE RISE 
- Montage of Stimpy’s career unfolding and developing as Ren narrates: 
“| started Stimpy out at the bottom entertaining the common man in the street.” (Shot 
of Ren the organ grinder with Stimpy on a leash holding a tin cup singing like Sinatra) 
- Several female monkeys show up. They swoon and faint. 
- “Then | took Stimpy on the road for a tour. We were able to visit new and exciting 
worlds.” 
- Ren and Stimpy in Antarctica performing in an igloo for a lone Eskimo. 
- X-DISS to Ren & Stimpy, still alive, stretched out like animal skins on the side of the 
igloo drying in the Argtic sun. 
- “We moved on to bigger venues. The crowds were lively.” 
- Ren and Stimpy at a retirement home. 
- Ren is collecting quarters in a bedpan as Stimpy sings. 
- An old lady swoons - a paramedic zips in and zaps her back to life. She pops back 
up only to swoon again. 
- Stimpy’s popularity grew. His audience got bigger. 
- His first concert opened to a full house. The audience was captivated! 
- Stimpy singing ina prison. 
- Some inmates scream and faint while others throw flowers and BVD's. 
- A body gets thrown on-stage with a note attached, “We love you SNOTRA.” 
- “Then | was able to pull some strings and get Stimpy a gig at the famed Caesars.” 
- “The venues and forums got bigger and better; Stimpy and Snotra became more 
and more:like one man. 
- Various shots of clubs and halls. 
DEW DROP INN, JUMBO CLOWN ROOM, intersticed with shots of falling 
quarters piling up, neon signs, posters more quarters. 
- Old women run fingers through his toupee etc. 
- Shot of Stimpy singing to a few mechanics standing around a lunch wagon in front 
of Caesars Autobody. His hat is cocked at an angle his coat over his shoulder. 
- With every passing day and every gig Stimpy became more like Sinatra, not only 
his singing and his mannerisms but his whole lifestyle. 
- Stimpy’'s entourage grew as fast as his wardrobe. 
- Their home became the home for wayward lounge singers. 
- Aneight piece combo played in the bathroom around the clock. 
- Joey, Vinny and all the boys played Bocci Ball in the living room. 
- There was a steady stream of girls just dying to meet Snotra.

- Ren was busy, not only was he Stimpy’s manager but he was also his personal 
assistant. 

- Stimpy became more and more demanding with his new career and personality. 
- Ren was constantly cleaning up after Stimpy and all his friends. If he wasn’t 
emptying ashtrays or making pasta, he was washing and drying Stimpy’s toupees. 
- Ren had to be there at Stimpy’s beck and call. When he finished polishing his 
shoes, he would polish his golf clubs. If Stimpy ran out of tees, Ren would serve as 
the human golf tee. 


PRIME TIMET.V. 

- “Just when we thotight things couldn't get any better, they did. | got Stimpy a 
booking on Louie Lungbubbles Cavalcade of Talent Show. Not only was it Stimpy’s 
favorite show, but it was the premiere showcase for talent on national TV. A dream: 
come true.” 

- Backstage at the TV network, Stimpy is putting the finishing touches on his makeup; 
he’s babbling like Sinatra, reciting lines from famous movies, telling Ren to pick up his 
underwear. 

- Ren counts their earnings, “Ten thousand, man, that’s a lot of quarters!” 

- Stimpy demands his share, in a haughty Sinatra-like manner. 

- Ren answers him with a smack on the nose. 

- His nose starts to throb and vibrate - it comes to life. 

- “Hey, knock it off, I'm tired of getting slapped around and never getting paid. | want 
my cut, I'm the real Snotra. | am tired of doing all the work while this guy gets all the 
fame and fortune. | want my share or we walk.” 

- Ren incredulously asks, “Who's we?” 

- “Me and the rat pack.” The entire Rat Pack pops out of Stimpy’s nose. “We're 
movin on to the silver screen.” Saying that, Snotra and pack tur to exit. 

- Ren: “No nose is tellin me what to do! We don't need him anyway. Stimpy’s going 
to be a big star with or without him. 

- Astage-hand appears telling Stimpy he has two minutes till he goes on. 

- Stimpy starts to panic. He can't go on without a nose. 

- Ren tells him not to worry, you can use this. 

- Ren grabs a jar of pickles, takes out a huge gerkin and sticks it in Stimpy’s face. 


BIG BOMB 

- Stimpy waits in the wings as Louie Lungbubble (cross between Lawrence Welk and 
Ed Sullivan) addresses the studio audience. 

- “Welcome everybody, we have a really good show for you tonight appearing live on 
this stage. All the way from the bus depot, The one and only Snotra.” Louie finishes 
his introduction by tilting back his head to let loose a fountain column of soap bubbles. 
- The band hits its musical cue, Stimpy opens his mouth and begins to sing, only he 
doesn't sound like Snotra anymore. The spotlight centers on Stimpy. In fact, he 
sounds like a tone deaf Stimpy with his nose pinched.

- The nose explains, “I bombed, they hated me, | am a nose without a face. | am 
nothing without you, the rat pack left me.” 

- Stimpy and the Nose have a tearful reunion.

The toaster filaments arc and glow with alternating intensity. 


He answers the call by placing his sliced bread head inside the 
toaster. 
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The toaster pops, ejecting him into the stratosphere. 

In his eagerness to do good, PTM always uses drastic measures to 
resolve simple problems. 

PLANE CRASH ON BUS 

A speeding truck bears down on a cute Kitten. 

"Leave everything to me!", bellows Powdered Toast Man confidently.

make a plane crash onto the truck. 


PEOPLE CHEER 

People crawl out of the mangled wreck to cheer Powdered Toast Man 
for saving little Puffy.

As he is carried away on a stretcher, the President showers 
Powdered Toast Man with thanks. 


PRESIDENT TOAST MAN 
Powdered Toast Man runs the country while the President recovers. 


He gets sworn into office: "I, Powdered Toast Man, do solemnly 
swear, to free the Nation of its basic human rights.” 


The applause is deafening as PTM waves to the adoring masses. 


OVAL OFFICE 
Powdered Toast Man sits at his desk with his assistant seated on it 
taking notes. 
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Feeling a bit chilly, PTM looks around for something to fuel the dying 
fire. 


"Ah, here's some dusty old paper", he says. "This oughta go up real 
good!” 


He stuffs the Constitution with the Bill of Rights into the fireplace.
